Duluth, Minn., Sept. 11—That 
an improved highway system may 
prove to be an invaluable asset to 
a state in bringing down freight 
rates is indicated by the recent 
experience of the state of Minne- 
sota, which has long suffered from 
high railroad schedules. 


The highways now in use have 
yaade it possible for motor truck 
freight lines to be established in | 
yibbon-like fashion throughout | the 
entire state. Relief from discrimi- 
natory railroad freight rate orders | 
has been found by the recent grant 
ing of licenses for the establishmen 
of five truck freight lines in the | 
area affected by the Fargo-Water- | 
town rate cases. This area covers a 
Jarge district in western Mnmesote. | 
The Interstate Commerce Commis- | 
sion and its decisions have been | 
fought for some time by the Min-| 
nesota Railroad and rns 
Commission without success. 

Because of this the Railroad and | 
Waretiouse Commission has granted | 
licenses to these truck lines, due to) 
their ability to give the public lower | 
freight vates than the railroads | 
serving the same area. With this | 
experience, it is predicted that be- | 
fore long not a community in the} 
entire state of Minnesota will have | 
to suffer from high freight rates im- | 
posed upon them by railroads, as| 
they will be served by motor truck | 
freight lines. But this inaugura- | 
tion of freight truck service will not | 
be able to take place till the high-| 
ways of Minnesota are improved in | 
a 100 per cent. manner. )

some six months behind on deliv- 
eries. 

The majority of the new car sales 
involve trades and this is not per- 
mitting the dealers to make reduc- 
tions in used car stocks. The big- 
gest part of the buying also in- 
volves installment or budget plan 
payments. 

The used car sales for the first 
eight months of the year are re- 
ported slightly under that of the 
same period for 1927. The sales, 
however, in July and August were | 
as heavy as for the same months | 
last year. Dealers are not allowing | 
as much on trades as they did a} 
year ago and many of them are| 
taking nothing over three years old. | 

The tire business for the first | 
eight months of the year was some | 
better than for the same period last 
year. Dealers declare the trade for 
the remainder of the year will show | 
a decided increase. The prices are 
some lower than for the same time 
last year when cash is paid for the 
goods. A good percentage of the 
tires are being sold on the budget 
plan, and mosf houses are placing 
unconditional guarantees behind 
their goods. 


The accessory trade has been 
brisk. New ear sales usually in- | 
clude about all the accessories 
needed for convenience and com- 
fort. Reconditioned cars are fitted | 
out completely. Owners are buy- 
ing more aecessories and installing 








them in their own garages. The 


outlook for this line is bright. 


Equipment business has been good 
and jobbers say it will be better for 
the remainder of the year. There 
has been an excellent trade in small 
tools. Jobbing houses report more 
heavy shop equipment being in- 
Stalled than ever before. Parts 
trade is holding up better than job- 
bers expected. 

The electrical lines are normal, 
with the outlook for the remainder 
of the year good. 

Truck sales are showing an in- 
crease. The business has been fair 
in the grain belts, where money has 
been plentiful for a month. The 
trade in the rural districts of the 
cotton sections is now picking up. 
In the cotton sections, one and one 
and a half ton machines of the low 
price variety are the best sellers. A 
good many of these sales do not in- 
volve trades. They are for new 
customers. The truck business in 
the oil belts is normal. Here the 
larger machines are best sellers. 

Dealers say Christmas buying of 
passenger cars will begin in Octo- 
ber. There is always a fair Santa 
Claus business in passenger cars in 
this section. Automobile shows at 
Dallas, Waco and Beaumont during 
October and November are expected 
to stimulate the trade over the en- 
tire state.

Dr. Julius Klein, foreign and 
domestic commerce authority, today 
said, “It should be understood that 
reclaimed rubber is not a substitute 
for crude rubber. However, since it 
may be used as an alloy in connec- 
tion with crude it serves to ma- 
terially cut down our requirements 
from abroad. 

“Despite the fact that the United 
States has successfully defeated the 
purpose of foreign monopolies in 
essential raw materials, several 
menacing restrictive organizations 
are rearing their heads anew to 
mulch American producers.” 

Dr. Klein declared today that the 
gevernment has every foreign re- 
strictive scheme under surveillance 
and will act promptly if the 
monopolies become a real danger 
to the country’s raw material 
supply ) 

Chemistry, according to Dr. Klein 
is the monopoly'’s greatest enemy 
In answer to the Chilean restriction 
on nitrates, basis of fertilizer, Ger- 
man and Norwegian producers have 
arranged to increase their output of 
atmospheric synthetic nitrogen to 
2,000,000 tons annually by 1931. 

Chemists in the United States also 
are studying the proposition, and if 
the requirements of industry and 
agriculture demand it will not be 
long before there is a vast synthetic 
production in America
